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Claims 1-15 are currently pending, with claims 7-11, 14-15 previously withdrawn due to an 
earlier restriction requirement. 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 3/21/05 has been entered. 

QUAYLE ACTION 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters: 

Drawings 

a. The drawings were received on 3/21/05. These changes are acceptable. 

b. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference character "14", 54, 104, 104', 104", 104'", 104"" has been used to designate 
both a height of a pedestal (in all the "A" drawings except for FIG. 3) and a width of a 
partial width of the first pole (in all the "B" drawings except for FIG. 3). Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
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c. The drawings are further objected to because: (a) FIG. 8B should change (104'") 
to (104""); (b) FIGs. IB, 2B, 4B, 5B, 6B, 7B, 8B all include a vertical line that is drawn 
from the bottom of the first pole to the top of the first pole (not including the pedestal) in 
the back portion of the pedestal, which is inconsistent with the corresponding "A" 
drawing of each figure, e.g., there is no line. This should be corrected for clarity. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where 
necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to 
the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional 
replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures.

d. Claims 1-4, 12-13 are objected to because of the following informalities: (a) claim 
1, line 5 (and similarly for claims 2-4, 12), reference to the "pedestal" appears to be 
misdescriptive and should be changed to "notch". The gap specified is actually between 
the "notch" of the pedestal and the second pole portion as depicted in the FIGs., not the 
entire pedestal. Therefore, this should be changed accordingly to avoid confusion.
